Uandling tho MaUs. 

A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
rnrptirer, who rode from this city to 
Chicago in a postal car, writes as fol- 
lows: 

A postal car is so arranged that every- 
thing is right at hand. To be sure, 
that is coiivenient ; but it maizes things 
very much crowded. There are boxes 
for letters and boxes for papers, and 
there are racks for pouches and racks 
for bags. Then there is a store-room 
in front. Some of the boxes are for 
special cities, and pome are for rail- 
roads. So it is with the pouches and 
bags. The potiches (or the letters are 
hun«r by themselves on hooks with tho 
tops open. Ditto the sacks for the pa- 
pers. As soon as the wagon-load of 
mail arrives at the car fr.nn tho post- 
ofiice it is dumped out of the ]ionehes, 
and the clerks immediately begin to 
"throw" it. At the po«t otnoe the peo- 
ple ari'ancro the letters by States. This 
IS all the start the clerks on the cars get. 
Each box in the car ropicsents either 
a city or a r.iilroaij, and tl:e letters must 
all be plao<'d in the p"oper boxes to 
reach the cities for whii^h they are des- 
tined, or the railroad connection that 
^viil give the qtiicke^t d^jlivery. 

In order to c^rreftly "throw" a State 
the man so doing munt know the loca- 
tion of every city, town, village, hamlet, 
railroad station and cr.>-.sitig in every 
county of tliat State, lie must bs al)lo 
to delect the second he sees it a letter 
that is misdirected. Misdirected btters 
are called "nixes." Accompanying 
.each package of letters Si. tj>b from the 

Sost-offioe» a slip of n iyor with the 
ate stamped upon, ana the name of 
the letters are printed thereon. There 
id also a number stamped on the slip, 
and that number represents the clerk at 
the post-olVioe who pu*^ ti)) the p;ipka<i:e. 
In ca^^e a nixe is found in a packt.ge of 
letters, it is retmned by the clerk oi tho 
car, who stamps the date of the nixe 
slip, writes thereon the '*nii>(lii-e('tion," 
and sii^ns his na nc to it. Each nixe is 
charged against he clerk at the post- 
otVice who jmnnits it to go to the car, 
and at the end of the month there is a 
grand hauling over the coals. If too 
many nixes are set opposite a ni in^^^ 
name in a given time is relieved of 
the responsibilities of his position. Lai»t 
night thirty nixes were detected on one 
car, and one of them was an otTicial let- 
ter written from the Cincinnati I'ost- 
ofHce to a postmaster in a town that 
doesn^t exist. 

It may be rea'^onable to suppose that 
a man of ordinaiT intelligence could 
learn all of the littfe towns and so forth 
in one or two States, bitt when it c nnes 
to twelve States it would seetn to be an 
impossibility, but Mr. McCiinnis, the 
man with the best memory in the mail 
service, can locate; every town, railr.)ad 
station or crossing in Illinois, Iowa, In- 
f^iana, Wisconsin, ^liohican, Nebraska, 
Dakota, Moatana, California, Ohio, 
ICentueky and West Virginia. 'I'he 
•'apidity' with which ho works when 
*hrowing mail is astonishing. He picks 
»p a handful of Iv-tters, and I)efore you 
* jiagiued he had glanced at it to see 
•'here it was destined for he has read 
*he town, county tind State and chucked 
*.* into tho box it l)(>1 on;;^ in. So familiar 
^s he with the locaiious of the bo.\es ho 
•loes not have to look up to see where 
the phtce is the letter ^ioe.^J, but gives it 
a tUi t in the direction of the pi-oposed 
receptacle, and it alights in the right 
lace, while he still has his eyes on the 
otters ijx tho other hand. He throws 
mail matter a.s lost as a person could 
ooimt for 8sy lialf s mtmitv; but at the 

end of that time the, counter would get 
left and McGinnis would be ffoing on. 
There wore 120 different poaonos on the 
car during tho nigh( ior different roads 
and Qitiv. aad it wuaaoMttix that Bio- 



Ginnis should keep in his mind just ex- 
actly where each poach was for, what 
was in it, and when ^o look it up. 

While throwing lettei's he was con- 
tinually being asked bv the others wiiere 
this, that and the other town was, or 
where such and such a paper or letter 
would go, and he answered each ques- 
tion befoi*e it was well out of tbe inter- 
rogator's month, never Stopping in hit 
work for a moment. 

Mr. MpGinnis and his crew handled 
161 sacks of mail on their trip last 
night. 

. We ran tbt oiigh a most violent, rain- 
storm, uiit STo'GIuhls never lost himself, 
and could at all times tell just where we 
were by the motion of the car. He has 
been in the service for eight years, and 
is the oldest clerk in his diVisioQ — thl^t 
is, in service, for he is a young man in 
years. 

I saw him do something that it is 
claimed no other man in the service can 
do, and that was to throw a State with- 
out having the boxes labeled. He had 
the State of Michigan to throw, and he 
threw it into the boxes used for the State 
of Kentucky. Thus, he had to improvise 
boxes as he went along, and had to re- 
member jii<;t where he had put orer a 
thousand letters. 

ifter the letters are thrown into tha 
boxes they are all takon ont and tied i 
in bundles, and chucked into their re- 
soective pouches. Care must be exer- 
cised not to throw a bundle into tho 
wrong poach, and it is a mystei y how 
many one man can retain in liis mem »- 
ry, which is which and which iin'c, with 
so many to choose from. l!ut Mcf titinis 
can stand in any part ut' acArnad thro .v 
a bundle to any other pari wiihju: ;i 
miss and without Ijokin^.

The lirst citizen who arrived 
on the spot knew what his duty required 
of him on such an occasion, and he smil- 
ingly remarked: 

•'I don't believe you can Improve on 
the old way!"

His 
elbows were skitim*.!, l\is uo-c barked, 
his V )i\t tovn ;ui I lii^ i»ack sirid-papered 
the whole length, bn: he was a man 
who had traveled.

A private Iettt;r from a lady who is 
Bpeiidiiift the year among the peasants 
of the 1 yrol says: '* The morning after 
our arrival we w<mt' wakoiiotl by the 
sound of a violin and llutes under the 
window, and, hurrying down, fonndthe 
little houfc adorned as for a feast; gar- 
lands over the door and wreathing a 
high chair which was set in state. 

" The table was already covered with 
gifts, brought by the youngf people 
whose music we had hearcl. The whole 
neighborhood were kinsfolk, and these 
gifts e;ime from uncles and coufins In 
even- far-ofl' degree; they were simple, 
for the donors were poor: knitted gloves, 
a shawl, baskets of flowers, jars of fruit, 
loaves of bread; lut upon all some 
little message of lo\ e was pinned. 

***Is there a bride in the house P' I 
asked of my landlord. 

*• 'Ach. nein!' he said. 'We do not 
make such a bother about onr youn^ 
people. It la the grandmother's birth- 
day.' 

The grandmother, in her spectacles, 
white apron and high velvet cap, was a 
heroine all day, sirtin^:; in state to re- 
ceive visits and deahng out slices from 
a sweet loaf to ail who came. I could 
not but remember certain grandmothers 
at home, jiist as mueh loveil as she, 
probably, but whose duiJ, sad lives were 
never brightened by anv such gust of 
V,e;i>ure a.s this; and T thought We c ould 
earn much from these poor moun- 
taineers." 

We remember a cM'tain American 
house of the higher c^ass. in which tlie 
venerable mother of the owner hud her 
own boudoir filled with everything 
which could rei all her ]ou<r ( lun-kered 
life pleasantly to her in its tranquil old 
age. That room was the center of the 
ffreat mantion; no guest entered the 
house without desiring to pay his re- 
spects to her, although only the most 
favored were ad mitted. The effect upon 
the young })eoj)le who came to thehou^e 
of this marked genuine reverence for 
age was incaku ai/ie for good. The 
new generation is always apt to be in- 
tolerant of those who are leaving tlie 
stage; apt, too, to slight tlieir experi- 
ence ana opinions. If they do not find 
their parents honoriii;/ ;ige, where will 
they h r.rn to honor tiiem? 

Americans are usually aflfectionate to 
the aT;ed members of the family; bwt 
tliey hick the t'.'ndenie>s. deference and 
cai^ which the Kreneli show to them, 
and by which tiiev brina: heat and light 
into their colorfe?'s lives. It is not 
«^nough to give a neglected seat in the 
chimney-corner to the gray-haired moth- 
er or father; use such devices and inno- 
cent wiles as will make them feci that 
they have not lost their place among 
men; that the work wh:cn they have 
done is appreciated; and above all, that 
they still ha\ e work for others to do.

No woman with such a waist 
can be anything but a dyspeptic, con- 
sumptive, distorted being. No woman 
with such a waist is fit for motherhood, 
if, indeed, it is possible to her. It moans 
martyrdom for her and misery for her 
children and her ohildren^e children. A 
lady whoso name carries weight through • 
out the length and breadth of our land 
has said : *A fashioa-plato is to mo more 
pathetio than an obituary ; it stands so 
often to the latter in the relation of cause 
to effect. The same philosophy ap- 
plies to high hoels and deformities in 
general.' May wo not ask fashion edi- 
tors to use their potent influence in the 
direction we have iudicated, and in all 
directions which shall help womett to 
reaeh a better and higher ioeal'^*
